The Council having convened, John P. Arndt, of the county of Brown, and 


_ Jeremiah Smith, Jr. Joseph B Teas, and Arthur B.tnghram, of the county of 


Des Moines, appeared, and having taken the oath of office before the Governor 
of the Territory, were admitted to seats as members of the Council. 

The committee appointed to draft Standing Rules for the Council, reported 
‘the following: 
~- REGULATIONS FOR THE DAILY TRANSACTION OF BUSINESS. 

After the journal is read, and the Council is open for business, the follow- 
ing order will govern: 

1st.—Petitions or Memorials to be offered. 

2d.—Resolutions. 

3d.—Reports of Committees. ` 

4th.—Bills, Resolutions, and communications on the President’s table. 

5th.—Bills and resolutions ready for a second reading. 

6th.—-Bills on their passage. l 

7th—Reports in possession of the Council, which offer grounds for a bill, 
are to be taken up, that the bill may be ordered in.

8th.—Bills or other matters before the Council, and unfinished the preced- 
ing day. 

9th.—These matters being despatched, for expediting business, the general 
file of bills and other papers are then taken up, agreeably to their first intro- 
duction to, the Council. 

STANDING RULES. 

I. The Council shail choose by ballot one of their own number to occupy 
the Chair. He shall be styled President of the Council. He shall hold his 
office during one session of the Council. He shall take the Chair at the hour 
to which the Council is adjourned, and call the members to order; and, if a 
quorum be present, he shall direct the minutes of the preceding day to be read, 
and mistakes, if any, corrected. He shall preserve order and decorum, and 
shall decide questions of ordor, subject to an appeal to the Council. In com- 
mittee of the whole he shall call some member to the chair, and may debate 
any question before the committee; but such substitution shall not extend be- 
yond an adjournment. He shall, unless otherwise directed by the Council, 
appoint all committees. He shall vote on a call of the yeas and nays. “In the 
absence of the President, the Council shall appoint a President, pro tem. 

ii. Any member may have a call of the Council, and have absent members 
sent for. 

III. All questions shall be put in this form: “You who are of the opinion 
(as the case may be) say, Aye.” ‘Those of the contrary opinion Say, No;” 
and in doubtful cases any member may call for a division. 

IV. When a motion is made and seconded it shall be stated by the mem- 
ber, or read by the Secretary, previous to debate. Ifany member require it, 
all motions (except to adjourn, postpone or commit,) shalt be reduced to 
writing. Any motion may be withdrawn by consent of the Council, before 
decision or amendment. 

V. Every member present, when a question is put, shall vote, unless the 
Council shall, for special cause, excuse him. 

VI. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and be decided without 
debate. 

VII. When amember is about to speak, he shall rise and address himself to 
the President; and when a member is speaking, no member shall pass between 
him and the Chair. 

VIII. ` No member shall speak more than twice on any questign, without 
leave of the Council. 

IX. When a question is under debate, no motion shall bg received, unless 
to postpone, to amend, to take the previous question, to com it, or to adjourn. 

X. The previdus question shall be put in these words: “Shall the main 
question be now put?” and it shall be admitted on the demand of any member, 
and until decided shall preclude all amendments under debate, of the main 
question. 

XI. Any member may call for a division of the ‘question, when the same 
will admit thereof. 

XII. No committees shall absent themselves fom the Council chamber by 
eee of their appointment, during the sitting of the Council, without special 

eave 

XIM. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or by order of the 
House on, the report of a committee; and in eithercase a committee to prepare 
the same shall be appointed. In cases ofa general nature, one dysa notice at 
least shall be given, of the motion to bring in a bill. 
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XIV. Every bill shall receive three several readings previous to its passage ; 
but no bill shall have its second and third readings on the same day, without 
special order of the Council. 

XV. The fitst reading of a bill shall be for information, and if objections 
be made to it, the question shall be, “Shall the bill be rejected?” If no objec- 
tions be made, or the question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second 
reading without further question. 

XVI. All bills, on a.second reading, shall be considered by the Council in 
committee of the whole, before it shall be taken up and considered by the 
Council. The final question upon every bill or resolution that requires three 
readings previous to being passed, shall be, “whether it shall be engrossed and - 
read a third time?” - No bill or resolution that requires three readings shall be 
committed or amended until it shall have been twice read. 

XVII. When a question is lost on engrossing a bill for a third reading on 
a particular day, it shall not preclude a question to engross it for a third read- 
ing on a different day; nor shall any subject be a second time reeonsidered 
’ without the consent of the Council. On the third reading of the bill or reso- 
lution, no amendment (except to fill blanks) shall be received, , except by unani- 
mous consent of the members present. 

XVII. When a bill is engrossed, the President shall, at the time previous- 
ly appointed by the Council, announce it as ready for a third reading, without 
a question. 

XIX. A bill or resolution may be committed at any time previous to its 
passage ;if any amendment be reported upon such commitment, by any other 
than a committee of the whole, the bill shall be agdin read a second'time and 
considered as in committee of the whole, and the question for its engrossment 
and third reading again put. 

XX. In filling blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

XXI. When the Council is equally divided, in such case the question shall 
be lost. 

XXII. When a motion or question has been once madé and carried jn the 
affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority to 
move for the reconsideration thereof, on the same or the succeeding day. 

XXII. All acts, addresses and resolutions, shall be signed by the President, 
and all writs, warrants, and subpoenas, issued by order of the Council, shall 
be under his-hand and seal attested by the Secretary. 

XXIV. Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addressed to the Council, 
shall be presented by any member in his place; a brief statement of the contents 
thereof shall be made verbally by the member introducing the same, and shall 
not be debated or decided on the day of their being first read, unless where the 
Council shall direct otherwise; but shall lie on the table (to be taken up in the 
order they were read,) or be referred, on motion, to a committee. 

XXV. After a bill shall have passed the Council, it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of the Council, so far to alter the title of the bill as to strike 
out the words, “A Bill” and insert in lieu thereof the words, “An Act,” it 
shall then be duly enrolled; after which, it shall be examined by a standing 
committee for that purpose, who shall carefully compare the enrolment with 
the engrossed bill, and correcting any errors that may be discovered in the 
enrolled bill, shall make their report forthwith to the Council. 

XXVI. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed by the Pre- 
sident of the Council, and by him presented to the Governor for his approbation ; 
the day of presentation shali be ontered ¢ on the journal.

XXVII. A Secretary, Recording, Engrossing and an Enrolling clerk, shall be 
appointed by a ballot, to hold their places during the pleasure of the Council. 
They shall take an oath for the true and faithful discharge of their respective 
duties in office. The Secretary shall keep a correct journal of the daily pro- 
ceedings, and pefform such other duties as shall appertain to him as Secre- 
tary. He shall let no journal, records, accounts, or papers, be taken from 
the table or out of his custody, other than by the regular mode of busines# 
of the Council; and if any papers in his charge shall be missing, he shall 
make report to the President, that it may: be inquired into. It shall be 
the duty of the Recording Clerk to record the journal of the proceedings 
agreeably to the original furnished him by the Secretary. It shall be the 
duty of the Engrossing Clerk to engross all bills, and of the Enrolling Clerk, to 

‘transcribe, copy and enrol the same. The Secretary and Clerks, in the dis- 
ae a their duties, shall be subject to the direction of the President of the 
ouncil. 

XXVIII. A Sergeant-at-Arms, Doorkeeper, Messenger and Assistant 
‘Messenger, shall be appointed by ballot, to hold their offices during the pleas- 
ure of the Council, whose duty it shall be to attend the Council during its 
sitting, and to execute the commands of the President and Council from time 
to time. They shall take an oath truly and faithfully to discharge their re- 
spective duties in office. i 

XXIX. When a message shall be sent from the Governor to the Council, 
it shall be communicated to-the Chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 

No person shall be elected to any office created by these rules, 
unless he shall receive a majority of the whole number of votes given by the 
members of the Council. 

XXXI. When nominations shall be made in writing by the Governor of 
the Territory, to the Council, a future day shall be assigned, unless the Coun- 
cil unanimously direct otherwise, for taking them into consideration. 

It shall be the duty of the members and officers of the Council 
to keep all information or remarks touching or’ concerning the character or 
qualifications of any person nominated by the Governor to office, inviolably 
secret; also the proceedings and business of the Council when in executive 
session. ; 

XXXII. Before/acting on confidential or executive business, the Council 
shall be cleared, by direction of the President, of all persons except the 
Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms. 

X The proceedings of the Council, when they shall act in their 
execütive capacity, shall be kept in separate and distinct books; and no part of 
-the executive journal shall be published but by special order. 4 

XXXV. No member or officer of the Council shall be permitted to read 
the newspapers within the bar of the Council, while the Council is in session. 

XXXVI. The President of the Council is authorised and required to ad- 
minister all oaths préscribed by these rules. : 

XXXVII. Every resolution read by the Secretary, by direction of a 
member, shall be considered to be before the Council. And the question to 
adopt or reject, may be immediately put on such resolutions, unless upon 
motion of a member, the same may be laid on the table. 

XXXVIII. It shall be competent for any member, when a question is ta- 
ken, fo call for the ayes and noes, which shall be recorded by the Secretary, 
if required. l 

No standing rule or order of the Council, shall be rescinded or 
suspended, except by a vote of three-fourths of the members present. 
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XL. All bills brought into the House by any member or committee, shall 
be endorsed with the name of the member or committee bringing in the seme. 

XLI. When a member shall be called to order, he shall sit down until the 
President shall have determined whether he is in order or not; and every 
question of order shall be decided by the President, subject to an appeal to 
the Council by any two members; and if a member be called to order for 
words spoken, the exceptionable words shall be immediately taken down in 
writing, that the President and Council may be better enabled to judge of the 
matter. 

XLII. The following officers and persons present at any time during the 
sitting of the Council, shall be entitled to seats within the bar- The Govern- 
or, Secretary, Attorney General of the Territory, Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Members of Congress, former Members of the Legislative Council of 
the Territory, and Members of State Legislature. 

‘On motion of Mr. Teas, 
Ordered, That the report of the committee be adopted. 
Mr. Teas submitted the following: 

Resolved, That thirty copies of the Rules be printed for the use of the 
members of the Council. 

Mr. Sweet moved to amend the resolution by striking out “thirty” and in- 
serting “fifty.” 7 

The amendment was accepted, and the resolution adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Knapp, . ee 

Resolved, That twenty copies of the Belmont Gazette be furnished by the 
publishers to each member of the Council, each week during the session of 

‘the Legislature, which shall be paid for out of the contingent fund. 
On motion of Mr. Foley, 

Resolved, That a committee of three he appointed to act in conjunction 
with a similar committee of the House of Representatives, in framiag the 
necessary rules for the government of the intercourse between the two houses; 
and that the Secretary inform the House of Representatives of the same. 

Messrs. Foley, Knapp and Vineyard, were appointed the committee. 

The Secretary of the House of Representatives being introduced, informed 
the Council that the resolution appointing a committee regarding the inter- 

_ course between the two Houses was concurred in by that House, and a similar 
committe on their part appointed. 
On motion of Mr. Arndt, - 
Resolved, That one hundred copies of the law of Congress organizing the 
Territory of Wisconsin, be printed for the use of the Council. 
` A motion was made by Mr. Inghram, that Council do now proceed to the 
election of a President. 
And on the question to agree to this motion, 
. It was decided in the negative. 

The hour having arrived for the delivery of the Message of His Excellency 
the Governor, the Council repaired to the House of Representatives, and 
heard the following Message, viz: _ 


Fellow-citizens of the Council, 
And House of Representatives: 
We have been convened under an act of Congress of the United States 
establishing the territorial government of Wisconsin, for the purpose of enact- 
ing such laws as may be required for the government of the people of this 
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territory. The present and future prosperity of the people of this territory, 
greatly depends upon the laws which may be passed at the present session of 
the Legislative Assembly. You will have my most cordial co-operation in 
the discharge of the high and responsible duties that devolve on you as the 
representatives of the people. 

The Judicial power of this territory, under the organic law of Congress, is 
vested in a supreme couft, district court, probate courts, and justices of the 
peace. I would recommend the early action of the Legislative Assembly in 
defining the -jurisdiction and powers of the several courts of this territory, 
-dividing the territory into judicial districts, and- prescribing the times and pla- 
ces of holding the proper courts. There is now in confinement in several 
counties in this territory, criminals charged with capital offences; and the due 
administration of justice requires they should be tried as early as competent 
courts can be organized. The judiciary is one of the most important branches 
of our territorial government; the lives, liberties, and property of all classes 
of the community, depend on the due and impartial administration of the 
laws. 

I would recommend to the Legislative Assembly, at an early day of their - 
session, that a memorial be forwarded to the Congress of the United States, 
on the subject of extending the right of pre-emption, to a numerous and 
respectable portion of the inhabitants of this territory, who are now settled 
on the public lands. The policy heretofore pursued by the government, in 
granting the right of pre-emption to actual settlers, has induced many families 
to emigrate to this territory, believing the same indulgence would be extended 
to them that had been granted to others. Relying on the justice of the gov- 
ernment, they have invested all their means in the improvement of this coun- 
try; and to be placed in competition with speculators in the purehase of 
their homes, would bring ruin and distress on many families. The actual 
settlers on the public lands have brought this territory into notice, and have 
been the means of producing a large amount in the treasiiry of the United 
States. The public lands were intended for the benefit of the actual settler, 
who depends alone on the soil forsupport. They are ready at all times to 
defend their homes at the risk of every thing dear to freemen. By granting 
them the right of pre-emption they will be enabled to purchase their homes 
at the government price, which is a small boon extended to this meritorious 
class of the community, for all the privations incident to the settlement of a 
new country. The policy of the government in granting pre-emption rights to 
actual settlers, has grown with the growth and strengthened with the strength 
of the western country. It is a policy wise and just. The relation of 
landlord and tenant should never exist in this country; it is contrary to the 
spirit of our free institutions; and surely the representatives of a great ‘and 
enlightened people will shield the actual settler and his family from the ava- 
ricious grasp of the speculator. Congress having passed a law at their last 
session, granting to the actual occupants of town lots on’ the land of the United 
States, the privilege of purchasing their lots at a fixed price, has established a 
precedent that gives the actual settler strong claims on the justice of the gov- 
ernment. From the present state of the United States Treasury, it would 
seem there is no necessity for selling the publie lands to the actual settler at 
the high price of one dollar and a quarter per acre; in justice, the price of the 
public lands should be reduced and graduated according to the value of the 
land. From the great extent of the public domain of the Territory, yet to 
be surveyed, it wonld seem the public interest would be greatly promoted by 
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the establishment of a Surveyor General’s Office within their territory, and 
the location of two Land Offices west of the Mississippi. 

I would suggest the propriety of-memorializing Congress as to the justice 
of granting to all the miners who have obtained the ownership of mineral 

grounds, under the regulations of the Superintendant of the United States 
Lead Mines, either by discovery or purchase, the right of-pre-emption in the 
purchase of their mineral lots at the minimum price of the public lands. By 
_ the persevering industry of the miners, the lead mines have greatly increased 

in value; they have been in war, many of them, the brave. defenders of the 
mining region of country. They were invited by the government, through 
their agents, to explore and work the United States mines. This meritorious 
class of the community have strong claims on the justice and liberality of the 
government, that I trust will not be withheld from them. By selling, the 
United States lead mines, without a reservation securing the rights of the 
miners, they would be deprived of valuable mineral grounds that they have 
exercised ownership over for years; they would not be able to compete with 
specalators whose object will be tọ make a monopoly of all the mineral 
grounds in this extensive lead region of country. 

I would recommend a memorial to Congress should be prepared, at an early 
. day of the Legislative Assembly, on the subject of the necessary Internal 
Improvements in this territory. Forty thousand dollars was appropriated at 
.the last session of Congress for the removal o£ the obstructions in the rapids 
of the upper Mississippi. I would suggest the propriety of asking of Congress 
an appropriation of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars for the completion 
of this important public measure. The annual transportation over these rapids . 
amount to several miHions of dollars. The great increase in the commerce 
of the upper Mississippi within the last two years, the large amount of lead 
annually shipped from the lead mines, now sufficient for the consumption of 
the United States, and the increased value of the public lands on the shores 
of the upper Mississippi, where towns are building on the most eligible situ- 
ations, gives the citizens of this territory strong claims on the patronage of 
their government. 

The shipping interest on Lake Michigan, for the last two years, has in- 

creased to a great extent, and little has been done by the government to pro- 
tect it. Appropriations for the constuction of harbors and light-houses are 
of the first importance to protect our commerce, as well as the lives of enter- 
prising citizens on Lake Michigan. Many lives, and property to a large amount, 
has been lost for the want of the necessary harbors on this lake. I would 
. suggest the propriety of asking of Congress an appropriation sufficient to cover 
the expense of surveying all the necessary harbors on Lake Michigan, and 
the construction of such harbors and light-houses, at the most eligible situa- 
tions, for the security and pretection of our lake trade. ; 

The improvement of the navigation of Fox river, I consider a subject of 
great importance to the citizens of. this territory, and recommend that an ap-- 
propriation be asked of Congress for a survey of the Fox river from Green 
Bay to Fort Winnebago.’ A small appropriation would rémove the obstruc- 
tions at the Grand and Little Kakalin, and by cutting a canal a short distance, 
one third of the distance would be sliortened between Lake Winnebago and 
the portage of the Wisconsin and Fox rivers. A canal, already commenced, 
of one mile and a quarter, will connect the waters of the Wisconsin and Fox. 
rivers. This important public work has been commenced by an enterprising 
company, under a charter from the territory of Michigan, and it is expected; 
will be completed the next season. With the improvement of the navigation 
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of the Fox river, and connecting the waters of the Wisconsin with that river, 
we would have an internal communication between Lake Michigan and the 
Mississippi river, which would greatly facilitate our commercial operations on 
the lakes, as well as the transportation of troops and munitions of war, should 
it be necessary, for the protection of our exposed. and extensive frontier. 

The improvement of ‘the navigation of the Rock River, I consider a subject 
of vital importance to the future prosperity of this territory. This river 
waters a large extent of fertile country; a small appropriation by Congress, 
would be sufficient to remove the obstructions in its navigation. It is known, 
that, from the outlet of the Four Lakes, that discharges itself into the Rock 
River, the distance does not exceed twelve miles by land, and from the Fourth 
lake, it is not more than sixteen miles to the Wisconsin river.- Indians have - 
frequently descended in. canoes, in high waters, from the Fourth lake to, the 
Wisconsin river. The great advantage of this inland communication must 
be apparent; it would greatly enhance the value of the national domain in 
that part of the territory, and increase the value of lands purchased by indi- 
` viduals from the government. The construction of a rail road, commencing 
at some suitable point on the Mississippi, in this territory, passing through 
the mining country to the Rock River, and direct to Lake Michigan, is a sub- 
ject of great interest to the citizens of this territory, who have~strong claims 
on the patronage of the Government in granting a donation in land for that 
important purpose. ` 

I recommend to the Legislative Assembly, the propriety of asking from 
Congress a donation of one township of land, to be sold, and the’ proceeds 
of the sale placed under the direction of the Legislative Assembly of this 
territory, for the establishment of an academy for the education of youth; 
the institution to be governed by such laws and regulations; and to be erected 
‘ at such place as the- Legislative Assembly may designate. It isa duty we 
owe to the rising generation to endeavor to devise means to improve the con- 
dition of those that are to succeed us; the permanence of our institutions, 
must depend upon the intelligence of the great mass of the people. 

The organizing and arming of the militia I consider a subject of great in- 
terest to. the future peace of the people of this territory, from the great extent 
of our exposed and defenceless frontiers—situated, as they are, without arms 
and ammunition, is a state of things calculated to invite a sudden attack from 
the numerous Indians bordering on our territory. We are now in a state of 
peace, andit is the proper time to make the necessary preparations to guard - 
against future events. Experience should teach us, and the existing war in 
the South with the Seminole Indians admonishes us, of the necessity of being 
prepared. I would recommend the passage of a law organizing one company 
of volunteer mounted riflemen in each of the counties of this territory, to 
be composed of sixty men each, exclusive of officers and non-commissioned 
` officers, with the privilege of electing their officers, to be uniformed and 
held at all times in readiress to take the field. These companies of mount- 
ed riflemen should by law be obliged to muster once during each of the sum- 
mer and fall months, and. every two months during the spring and winter 
months. Mounted riflemen are the most efficient troops for the protection 
and defence of our frontier settlements. I would recommend the passage 
of a law, making it the duty of the Adjutant General of the militia to make 
a tour of muster and inspection of the militia, in each of the counties in this 
territory, for the purpose of drilling the officers of each regiment of militia, 
three days in each year before each regimental muster; and, after the muster 
and inspection of arms, it should be made the duty of the Adjutant General 
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“of the militia to report the strength of the militia of each regiment, with the 
state and condition of their arms: this report to be made annually ‘to the com- 
mander-in-chief of the militia, These returns are important to enable the 
territory to procure from the general government her proportion of the public 
arms, according to her numbers. The Adjutant General of the militia should 
receive a liberal compensation, by law, for his services. I would recommend 
to the Legislative Assembly the justice and propriety of asking of Congress, 
a deposit in this territory of three thousand stand of arms for the use of the 
citizens in the event of an Indian war—one half the number asked for to be 
rifles, and the remaiider muskets, with fixed ammunition prepared sufficient 
for a campaign of four months. In addition to the rifles and muskets proposed, 
1 would recommend there should be added four light brass field-pieces, not 
to exceed in weight three hundred pounds, (three pounders,) fixed on car- 
riages, with a supply of fixed ammunition fer them. Experience has proven 
_ to us that in the first stages of our difficulties with the Indians, we have to 

depend on our own resources; the granting us the privilege of a deposit of 
arms might be à great saving to the government in a pecuniary point of 
view, and might be the means of saving many valuable lives in the event of 
an Indianwar. Under the organic law of Congress it was made the duty of 
the Executive to convene the Legislative Assembly at some place designated 
by him. In the discharge of that duty I have selected this place. The per- 
manent location of the Seat of Government is a subject of vital importance 
to the people of this territory, and I deem it proper, to state that my assent 
will be given to its location at any point where a majority of the representa- 
tives of the people agree it will best promote the public good.

Much depends, gentlemen, 
upon yourselves, in preserving order, and in pursuing a regular course im the 
transaction of business. Coming, as we do, from different parts of the world, 
and entering upon the discharge of duties new to most of us, itis natural that we 
should, at the spring tide of our existence, entertain different views and dif- 
ferent interests. Iam happy to perceive, however, the cordiality and good 
feeling which have so far prevailed between the members. [ hail it as a hap- 
py omen, and trust that nothing will occur to mar it. Our interests as a peo- 
ple are the same, and in regard to local matters it should be our desire to re- 
concile them as far as possible, and in all matters of public benefit, to act in 
union and harmony. ;

8. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it shall be 
presented by the said committee to the Governor, for his approbatien, it being 
first endorsed on the back of the roll, certifying in which House the same 
originated, which endorsement shall be signed by the Secretary of the House 
in which the same did originate, and shall be entered on the Journal of each 
House; the said committee shall report the day of presentatjon to the Govern- 
or, which shall also be entered on the Journal of each House. 

9. All orders, resolutions and votes, which are to be presented to the 
Governor, for his approbation, shall also, in the same manner, be previously 
enrolled, examined, and signed; and shall be presented in the same manner, 
and by the same committee, as provided in cases of bills. 

10. When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed in one House, is 
rejected in the other, notice thereof is to be given to the House in which the 
same may have passed.

When a bill or resolution, which has been passed in one House, is re- 
jected in the other, it is not to be brought in during the same session, without 
a notice of five days, and leave of twò thirds of that House in which it shall 
be renewed. 

12. Each House transmits to the other all papers on which any bill or 
resolution shall be founded. 

18. After each House shall have adhered to their disagreement, a bill or 
resolution is lost. 

14. No bill that shall have passed one House shall be sent for concurrence

‘Fhat as early as the year 1827, an appropriation was made by Congress, for 
the purpose of causing a communication to be opened by land, from Green 
Bay to the Mississippi river, by the construction of a toad. It was expected 
the road would be of equal benefit to the citizens and to the troops of the 
United States, stationed on this frontier, there being no other than Indian 
trails leading to and from the several military posts, on the Green Bay and the 
Mississippi. ‘The amount of this appropriation was increased at several ses- 
sions of Congress afterwards, to the sums, as yeur memorialists-are informed, 
of fifteen thousand dollars, about two thousand of which was expended by 
the Commissioners in examining the country, and locating and surveying-the 

_ Foute for the road, the length of which was two hundred and thirty six miles, 


* 
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Troops have been employed, for short periods, during the last two years, upon 
this road; but we are compelled to inform you that this work is not yet com- 
pleted, and that several sections require further labor to render them passable. 

Whatever may be the cause of the delay of its completion, upon which we 
do not wish to remark, it is unquestionably of great detriment to the country; 
and if we cah anticipate that a movement.of the troops is ever to be made by 
land, it. must be greatly to the injury of the public service. We would re- 
spectfully ask, that the mode at present adopted, in making this-road by the. 
‘troops, may be abandoned, and that you will appoint a Commissioner to cause 
such a3 may remain of said appropriations, unexpended,.to be expended 
upon contracts in Completing and repairing said road.

width of about fifty miles, and in length about three hundred and fifty miles, 


‘has become so densely populated as to contain at lecst fifteen thousand in- 
_. habitants—that immediately west of said purchase is situated a region of 


-conntry, for farming purposes, not exceeded by any on the Upper Mississippi; 
and though, to the enterprising agriculturalist, the region of country above 
spoken of is desirable, yet from its peculiarities, possessing but little game, it 
is useless to the rude, uncultivated red men. Your memorialists would fur- 
ther represent, that the inhabitants of the said purchase are crowded upon her 
western borders, and though getting upon the Indian land would do the Indi- 
an no real or substantial injury, yet to all who are acquainted with the dispo- 
sition of the red man, it must be apparent that such circumstances would be 


` _ well calculated to produce results appalling to every lover of his country. To 


make a purchase of the Indians, as desired by your memorialists, ‘would be 
placing in the hands of that unfortunate race of people the means of subsist- 
ence, as well as relieving them from the supeclating grasp of the trader. 
‘Your memorialists helieve, that to place the Indians independent of the trader, 
would be done most effectually by purchasing of them land which to them is - 
valueless; and would follow, as a matter of course, their removal to lands af 
fording abundance of game. 

Your memorialists would therefore request, that a purchase may be made 
of the land before mentioned.

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of: the Territory of Wisconsin, 
respectfully sheweth: j 

It was recommended to Congress by the Legislative Council at their last 
session, to construct a rail road from Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river, 
within this Territory, with a view to facilitate the communication between the 
Mississippi and’the Atlantic border. The business which is at present prose- 
cuted on the Upper Mississippi, is chiefly in furs and lead, both of which pro- 
ducts are transported to New York. Itis estimated that there are fourteen mil- 
lions of pounds of lead transported annually from the mines of this Territory to 
New York, by wey of New Orleans; and the value of the furs taken to the same 
market may be estimated at one million of dollars. As the settlement of this 


-° country advances its products will as rapidly incréase, as also the demand for 


those artieles of merchandise which can only be obtained from foreign coun- 
tries. It may easily be conceived that this communication is of vast impor- 
tance not only to the inhabitants of this Territory, but to the nation. The 
whole of the north-western region, from the Wisconsin river to the northern 
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boundary of the United States, in which there.are extensive bodies of fertile 
land, situated*upon the borders of navigable rivers, and embracing many mik- 
lions of acres, nearly equal to the area of the whole United States, is yet to 
be settled.’ Not a white man is established’-upon it, except for purposes of 
trade with the Indians. Ps. ee i 4 
We are unable tọ determine which is the most -eligible route: for a “road, 
from the various points which have been suggésted for its ‘commencement 
and termination. A prairie tidge, which divides the waters of the Wisconsin | 
and Rock rivers, and which terminates ‘in several ridges on thé Mississippi, 
passing the Blue Mounds by a gradual descent to the Four Lakes, presents a.- 
good. route-for the western section, a distance of about eighty miles. ` To - 
promote the interests of the eastern part of the Territory; two routes may be 


‘chosen diverging from this point, and terminating, the one at Green Bay,-pas- 


sing by Fond du Lac, and the other at Milwaukee or Racine.’ The length 
of this road will be about one hundred and fifty miles.,: Until an examination 
and survey by.” a competent board of Engineers js made, no correct estimate

That your honorable body is requested to take into consideration the pro- 
priety of appropriating a small sum of money, to defray the expense of sur- 
veying a route for a canal-from the mouth of Sheboyagan river, on Lake Mich- 
igan, to the head of Winnebago Lake. 

The construction.of this canal would, (together with one of one and a 
fourth mile now being made across the Wisconsin portage,) open a communi- 
cation by water directly from Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river. The 
importance of this communication is sufficiently obvious. Sheboyagan river 
is one of the largest streams putting into Lake Michigan, and enters it about 
midway between Green Bay and Chicago. The distance from the mouth of 
said river.to the head of Winnebago Lake is thirty-three miles; the length of 
the contemplated canal may be about forty miles. The whole line of internal 
communication hereby to be completed, from Lake Michigan to the Mississip- 
pi river, will be equal to one hundred and seventy miles; and the whole 
distance is lined with the public lands, the value and sale of which would be 
greatly increased by this improvement. For the above reasons, your memo- 
rialists respectfully recommend that your honorable body appropriate the sum 
of four thousand dollars, to be expended in the survey of a canal route, from 
Se mouth of Sheboyagan river of Lake Michigan to the head.of Lake Wiu- 
nebago.

swith intelligent and enterprising inhabitants, who Highly merit all the aid and 
encouragement that may be derived from the most secure navigation of the- 

Jake; for they are compelled, in the prosecution of their business, to expose 
their lives “and property. Yobr memorialists do not conceive that any argu- 
ment is necessary to convince ordinaty intelligence, that the commerce upon 

_the lake imperatively demands the most efficient aid and protection that can

cured to the settlers in each of spid towns, a limited portion of the lands, 
which have been settled upon and improved by the citizens thereof, therefore, 
your memorialists would respectfully recommend and solicit, that an appro- 
priation may be made by Congress, of the moneys arising from the- sale of 
lots.in the said towns for the improvement of the wharfs, streets and public 
buildings, and such other public improvements as the corporation of said 
towns may respectively deem proper. All whichis respectfully submitted.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in Congress 
assembled. 


The Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin, respectfully fep- 
resent: ` a 

That within the limits of this Territory a very small portion of the public 
lands have yet been broughtinto market. The great extent of country recently 
acquired from the Indians, ‘has held out great inducements to the enterpris- 
ing emigrants, that they havg, in a time almost incredibly short, settled upon 
neanly the whole of this delightful region of country, unsurpassed in fertility 
of soil, salubrity of climate, and commercial facilities. The rapid growth and im- 
provement of the western country, for the last two or three years, is unexampled 
in the history of the settlement of our country. Notwithstanding the many dif- 
ficulties and dangers- incident to the settling of new countries, there are now 
many respectable towns which have sprung up ina few years to considerable im- 
portance, and advancing daily in wealth, enterprise and industry, seldom 
known in the first settling of new countries. Nor is the spirit of enterprise 
and industry limited to her flourishing towns and villages; through the whole 
region of this country are widely extended and cultivated farms, where all the 
business of commerce, agriculture, and domestic industry, aré prospering to 
an unparalelled degree. The settlers on the public lands have migrated to 
this interesting district in good faith, relying upon the liberal policy of the 
general government heretofore extended to the settlers on the public lands, 
for protection in the possession of their homes. Many of them have expend- 
ed nearly all of their means in the improvement of the country, which has 
. enhanced the value of the public domain to a considerable extent. The 
Legislative Assembly of this Territory, repose entire confidence in the wis- 
dom and patriotism of the Congress of the United States, for the passage of 
pre-emption laws to enable him to purchase the land on which he has placed 
his labor at the minimum price as now established by law, without which wise 
and humane system of protection, the occupant may be easily deprived of his 
home, and his family reduced to: wretchedness and despair, by placing in 
competition with the speculator, who, by paying a small sum more for the 
land than the oceupant is able to pay, and thereby take from him the honest 
earnings of his own industry, by buying the land which he has selécted with 
a view of making it his permanent home, and increased its value four or five 
hundred per cent without paying him any compensation therefor; completely 
placing it in the power of the speculator, to either monopolize a great part of 
the public land and- retard the settlement and improvement of the country, 
and create the relation of landlord. and tenant, or an unlimited moneyed aris- 
tocracy, both of which are dangerous to civil liberty. 

The memorial was adopted.

that there are no means of communication between Milwaukee on Lake 
Michigan and the Wisconsin and Mississippi rivers, bùt by Green Bay or 
' Chicago, a distance of four hundred miles, whereas the distance by a direct 
route from Milwaukee to the Mississippi, is less than one hundred and fifty 
miles.- ‘At the last session of Congress, there was a mail route established 
from Milwaukee, by the way of the eity of the- four Lakes to Mineral Point, 
which has not yet been carried into effect, for the want of bridges acress some 
streams on the route, and passable roads. ag ee 

By the construction of a Territorial road from the mouth of Milwaukee 
river to Madison, between the third and fourth Lakes, and from there fo some 
point on the Mississippi river, thè value of the public lands will be greatly 
enhanced, the settling of the country greatly facilitated, its vast agricultural, 
mineral, hydraulic, and commercial resources developed; and without which 
they must long remain waste and unimproved. The- transportation of the 
mails will be greatly facilitated, and made safe, and which, in the present 
state of the roads cannot be transmitted with safety, expedition or regularity.

The memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin, 
respectfully represents: 

That the obstruction occasioned by the rapids in the Mississippi, to its navi- 
gation, deserve the speedy attention of Congress. The trade of this river, it 
is believed, exceeds two millions of dollars per annum, the whole of which 
passes these rapids. The delays in lightening over them, the loss of property 
and tisk run, your memorialists believe equal to ten per cent—an amount 
nearly equal to what would be necessary to make the navigation good. Your 
memorialists believe that the sum of two hundted and Fifty thousand dollars 
will be sufficient to improve the rapids, if properly expended. They were 
pleased to see that ‘Congress, at their last session, gave their attention to this 
subject, in the appr opriation ‘of forty thousand dollars. They therefore pray, 
that such further appropriation may be made as will complete the work. 

Your memorialists would further represent, that in some measure connected 
with the improvement of the navigation of the Mississippi, is that of the Rock 
river. Itis very desirable that a communication to the Lakes, from the Missis- 


sippi, should be opened. The improvements of the navigation of the Rock. 


river, to as high a point as practicable, would do much toward the opening 
of this grand communication. It is therefore asked, that Congress will give to 
this subject due consideration, and adopt such measures in relation thereto, as 
in their wisdom they may deem best. Your memorialists further represent. 
that the Des Moines river, which forms a portion of the northern boundary of 
Wisconsin, i is a fine stream, and by some improvements can be rendered nayi- 
gable into the heart of a valuable country, that is now rapidly settling for 
eighty miles up. There is but one obstruction to its navigation, the “Des 
Moines rapids, so called—which, it is believed, can be improved by an appro- 
priation of twenty thousand dollars. Your memorialists resfectfully submit to 
Congress the propriety of causing a survey and examination of said rapids to 
‘be made, with the view of having the same improved. 

Your memorialists respectfully ask, that an appropriation may be granted for 
the survey and improvement of the Fox river. ‘The subject of this improve- 
ment has becn repeatedly presented for the consideration of Congress, and fa- 
vorably received; but no bill making an appropriation has finally passed both 

“houses of Congress, for causes which have defeated many other valuable works 
projected for the internal improvement of the country. All of the rapids upon 
the stream are from the outlet of Winnebago Lake to Depere, a distance of 
thirty.one miles; these may be overcome either by canals or dams. To pro- 
duce a slackwater navigation, the dams in this distance is about one handted 
feet. This improvement, in connection with the canal which is now, ¢or- 
structing across the Wisconsin Portage, will make this northern route from 


Lake Michigan to the Mississippi, by the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, equally | 
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advantageous to government and the public. It is supposed this important 
work may be constructed with the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars; and 
this appropriation is respectfully asked_of your honorable ‘body. 

Your memorialists further Fepresent, that the most northern harbor on Lake 
Michigan, which has been surveyed under the authority of the War Depart- 
ment, is the mouth of Fox river, at the most southern extremity of Green 
Bay. It appears in the mouth of this stream there jis a sufficient depth of 
water fo admit the passage of any vessel navigating the Lake, to the towns of 
Navarino and Astor, which are situated near the mouth, and to the town of 
Depere, six miles aboye. It is presumed that if buoys are placed along the 
edge of the bank which is formed by the deposit of the river, in the head of 
the bay, and a beacon light on the outer head of the bay, no other improve- 
ment will be necessary to render this a safe harbor. From the-mouth of Fox 
‘river to the entrance from Greén Bay into Lake Michigan, a distance of nine- 
ty miles, the bays and islands give protection to vessels from every wind. On 
ascending the luke, from the extremity of the Peninsula, if is eighty miles to 
the Kewaunee river, the first stream of any magnitude in this distance. The 
mouth of this river was surveyed during the last season by the United States 
‘Engineers, and we beg leave to refer to their report to the War Department, 
in which we understand their opinion is expressed that it is practicable to 
construct a harbor there, and the great extent of coast along which there is no 
safe anchorage, shows its importance. From Kewaunee to Nioshu, or Twin 
river, is thirty miles. We are informed the same Engineer made a particular 
survey of the mouth of this stream, and found as much or more water on the 
bar as at any other stream, except Fox river. Six miles further is the Mani- 
toowoc river, one of the largest rivers tributary to the lake, and the next in 
size to the Milwaukee. This was also surveyed by the Engineer, and a 
favorable report made. From.Manitoowoc to Pine river, is nine miles; from 
Pine river, it is nineteen miles to the Sheboyagan river, which is one of the 
largest and most beautiful streams in the Territory. It was surveyed at the 
same time, and a like favorable report made.’ From this to the mouth of 
Saukee river is thirty-five miles; from Saukee river to to the mouth of Mil- 
watkee river is thirty miles; and from Milwaukee to Racine river is twenty 
miles. The report of the Engineers, who surveyed the mouths of these 
streams for harbors, will, we have no doubt, show not only the practicability 
of the improvement, but their value and importance to the public. 

The settlements which are rapidly advancing aiong the border of the lake, 
and the commercial interests of the Territory, which are increasing daily, re- 
quire the immediate construction of good and convenient harbors and light- 
houses at the mouths of the several streams above mentioned, to facilite com- 
merce, and for the protection of the lives and property of our citizens. 

Your memorialists would further call your attention to the importance of 
the survey of the mouth of Pike Creek and river, which are within a half mile 
of each other, offering the first opportunity for the ercction of a harbor north 
of Chicago, on the west side of Lake Michigan, a distance of fifty-five miles, 
which fact is a sufficient encouragement without any thing further being 
said, We would therefore recommend ap appropriation of five hundred 
dollars for that purpose. = i 

It has ever been the wise policy of our Government, to afford-every facility 
and protection to commerce, both Foreign and Domestic. Ht has only been 
necessary to make’ known the necessity of special aid from our general gov- 
ernment, to secure to that great source of national wealth the earliest atten- 
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tion and most efficient protection, by diminishing,- as much as possible, the 
dangers of navigation in all parts of our country, to which its commerce is. 
extended. Entertaining these views, yaur memorialists call your attention to 
the unparalleled inerease of shipping upon the lake within the last five or six 
years, which can only be accounted for by the rapid settlement of the Terri- 
tory, which your memorialists have the honor to represent. - This increased 
shipping upon the lake, in favor of which we solicit every facility and aid that a 
sound and liberal policy would seem to dictate, is at present entirély exposed 
to the winds and waves on the whole western coast of the lake. On this 
grand body of water, from Chicago, in the state of Illinois, to the mouth of 
Green Bay, a distance of about four hundred and fifty miles, there are no ar- 
tificial preparations for the refuge of vessels. Your memorialists therefore 
respectfully recommend that Congress make the following appropriations, 
during the ensuing session, to wit: : soe”

the construction of a Hight-house at Milwaukee, situated at the mouth of 
Milwaukee river; the sum of twenty-six thousand dollars for the improvement 
of the harbor, and the construction of alight-house at Racine, situated at the 
mouth of Root river, the sum of six thousand five hundred dollars for the 
survey of a harbor and the erection of a light-house at the mouth of Pike 
river; the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars for a harbor and a light house 
at the mouth of Sheboyagan river; the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
for a harbor and light-house at the mouth of Manitoowoc river; the sum of 
twelve thousand dollars for a harbor and light-house at the mouth of Kewau-
